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Announced Stamp 
Comes As Surprise; 
First Day Not Given 


A stamp which is intended to 
honor the Youth of America was 
announced by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Donaldson. This -will be a 
commemorative, and will be add- 
ed to the stamp issuing program 
for 1948. 

Ai the time of the announce- 
ment, the Postmaster General 
stated that the department was 
not yet ready to release further 
details on the stamp such as the 
design the size, the color, value 
or the date and the city of the 
first day of issue. 

It is well known that interest- 
ed persons have been requesting 
stamps in honor of the Roy Scouts 
of America, and the Girl Scouts 
of America, but according to the 
broadness of the description that 
has been given to the proposed 
stamp, the scope of the commem- 
oration will be more inclusive. 


News comment to date has car- 
ried the stories of many requests 
to the Post Office Department 
for new stamps, but a stamp to 
honor the Youth of America was 
never noted among these re- 
quests. Therefore the stamp and 
its commemoration comes as a 


surprise,

“Effective on or about July 15, 
1948, air-mail service will be in- 
augurated at Lafayette-New Iber- 
ia, La., on route A. M. 5. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Lafayette and New Iberia, 
La, and the usual treatment of 
philatelic mail will be authorized. 

First-flight air-mail covers sent 
to the postmasters’ at Lafayette 
and New Iberia, should be accom- 
panied by a letter authorizing the 
holding of the covers for the first 
flight and requesting the appli- 
tation of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 24% by 2% inches to 
the left on the address side of all 
covers is required for the cachet. 


No provision will be made for 
point to point covers; however, 
at request of collectors, covers 
teceiving cachets will be given 
directional service only to a ter- 
Minal or junction point designat- 
ed by the Regional Superinten- 
dent, Air Postal Transport, and 
served by the first flight in each 
direction, and will there be back- 
stamped and dispatched onward 
to destination.

has made, Of a large size, several of the historical buildings 
of that country are pictured. It is said that the designs were 
chosen to be somewhat in keeping with the theme of the cele- 
bration of the 50th anniversary of the reign of Queen Wilhelmina. 

The 2c plus 2c dark brown pictures the Knightly Hall at 
The Hague, and symbolizes the foundation of the city in 1248, 
On the 6c plus 4c green is shown the Amsterdam Town Hall, 
which is now the Royal Palace. The design is to remind the 
Hollanders of the beginning of the Golden Age which came 
about when’a peace treaty was signed with the Spaniards at 
Munster at the conclusion of 80 years of war. 

Kneuterdijk Palace at The Hague is depicted on the 10c 
plus 5c red; the design does not show the ravages to this his- 
torical building caused by a recent fire. The Revision of the 
Constitution in 1848 is symbolized by this design. Beautiful 
“New Church” in Amsterdam, the. scene of the coronation of 
Queen Wilhelmina in 1898, is shown on the 20c plus 5c blue. 
The design is offered as a gesture of good will to the Queen. 

First day of issue of the set was June 17, the stamps being 
released in all parts of the country simultaneeusly. The above 
cover bears a cachet which was designed by the wife of the 
sender, J. van Deth, Molenveenweg 9, Blaricum, Netherlands.

One comes quickly to mind, 
and presents an experience that 
few collectors have ever had. 
And that is being present in a 
city on the date a new stamp is 
being given its first day of issue. 
This year, with all the issues 
promised to date, and with the 
first day cities spread through- 
out the land, one of these at least, 
could be taken in. 

Where traveling of any extent 
is planned, it should be possible 
for one to choose some of the cit- 
ies with a good philatelic back- 
ground, and in some of the mus- 
eums of which he can view dis- 
plays of covers and other phila- 
telic property which can add a lot 
to his stampic Knowledge. Usuale 
ly while the stamp collector is 
concentrated on this material, the 
balance of the family will be 
pleased to have the opportunity 
of visiting other sections of the 
building. 

Some too will want to visit the 
stamp dealers from whom they 
have bought, or about whom they 
have heard. This brings up a 
point which few persons consider, 
While the stamp dealer is no 
doubt glad to see you, and per- 
haps willing to spend a few min- 
utes in small talk, don’t expect 
him to spend much more than 
that with you. To a stamp dealer 
time is valuable, and _ selling 
stamps is a business, to you at 
the moment, your time is strict- 
ly your own, and your stamp col- 
lecting is a leisure activity. 

If you plan to make some stamp 
purchases while vacationing, do 
have a list prepared of the stamps 
you want and take it with you. 
Walking into a stamp store and 
saying you want to buy stamps 
is just like walking into a furni- 
ture store and saying you want to 
buy furniture. Do you want to 
buy a lamp, mirror, bed room 
suite, or what? That’s just ex- 
actly what an unprepared entry 
into a stamp store amounts to. 

And, it isn’t fair to have a deal- 
er bring out scads of stock books

What are Paste-ups? Do they 
always come in pairs? 





Paste-ups is a term that refers 
particularly to United States coil 
stamps. It was brought about at 
the time when private vending 
machine companies were experi- 
menting with making machines 
that would dispense stamps and 
they chose to make them in coil 
form and to do so were obliged 
to buy’ sheets of four hundred 
stamps from the Post Office De- 
partment, paste them together at 
the edge and the slit them into 
long ribbons and wind them on to 
coils for insertion in the coil 
vending machines. Thus every 
20th stamp would be pasted to 
another stamp by having one 
stamp lap over the margin on 
the other stamp. 

These were called paste-ups. 
Naturally therefore paste-ups 
must come in pairs.

Designer—If we are going to 
honor a hen, how about working 
in an egg? 

P.-G.—Hard boiled or soft? 

Designer—Possibly a festoon of 


omelettes for a border. 

P.-G.—We mustn’t emphasize 
the food angle, especi at pre- 
sent levels of chicken and eggs. 
I think we should limit the de- 
sign to the chicken alone. 

Designer—Now the question 
arises of what kind of chicken. 
What would you say to Southern 
fried? 

P.-G.—With waffles? 

Designer—I’m asking about a 
stamp, not taking a dinner order. 

P.-G.—My mistake. Cancel the 
Southern fried. We don’t want to 
have another war between the 
North and South all over a 3-cent 
stamp. 

Designer—How about a rotis- 
serie chicken...we could show it 
turning over and over against a 
background of flames? 

P.-G.—I have it. Why not 
make this a chicken-pie stamp? 

Designer—You know very well 
there is never anything like 
chicken in chicken pie. 

P.-G.—Maybe we had better 
stick to a live hen. 

Designer—Do you like a hen 
profile. Washington and Lincoln 
looked okay full view on a stamp, 
but I’m a little afraid of hens 
that way. 

Designer—Hmm. Did the Con- 
gress specify any particular breed 
of hen? : 

P.-G.—I hear the Republicans 
were for the white leghorns, but 
the Democrats favored the buff 
cochin. In committee conference 
they finally compromised on a hen 
combining the best features of 
each, with a touch of Plymouth 
Rock to please New England. 

Designer—Very well, T’ll_ get 
busy and submit some designs.

The brisk October air helped 
me considerably and I was glad 
to be on my way home at nine 
o’clock. That last half hour hadn’t 
been easy. Diplomats surely are 
wonderful people and from then 
on, they have had my respect. I 
could hardly class myself as one, 
but I certainly tried hard and 
succeeded only partially, I be- 
lieve. 

A few evenings later I was 
laughingly telling a fellow phil- 
atelist how the tale started. When 
I mentioned “a lady and her two 
collections,” he started to laugh. 
He hadn’t been told enough of 
the story to get the joke as yet, 
but he nearly split his sides over 
its beginning. Then, still chuck- 
ling, he told me how he, some 
three years before, at the post 
office had been told of a collec- 
tion of stamps for sale.

A slice of history this week. 

1. In 1909, a stamp was issued 
to commemorate the Alaska-Yu- 
kon Exposition held at Seattle, 
Washington. Who or what was 
depicted thereon, and what was 
the significance of the design? 

2. Two ships were depicted on 
a commemorative stamp, both 
navigating a well known body of 
water. The ships were 200 years 
apart in history. What were their 
names, and on what body of wat- 
er were they? 

Congratulations! Orchids! to 
you Post Office Department. I 
didn’t think it could be done! 
And here you’ve actually done 
it. I thought that between you 
and Congress everything that 
could possibly be commemorat- 
ed had been thought of, and now 
you’ve surprised us all, You 
thought of a stamp to honor the 
Youth of America. Oh Joy! Oh 
Happy Day! Ever since this smash 
announcement hit the public, and 
especially the kids, I have noted 
how they are now going around 
with their shoulders thrown back, 
and a smile of pride and triumph 
on their dirty little faces. All hail 
to you POD! 


A DID YOU KNOW ITEM: 
Most collectors know that the 
$1, $2 and $5 stamps or the cur- 
rent regular postage series are 
printed in bi-color on the flat 
presses, but they don’t know why. 
The official statement on the mat- 
ter is that because of the small 
number of these stamps needed, 
it is cheaper to print them on 
the flat bed presses which re- 
quires a lot of manual labor, 
than to make a plate to be used 
for a very short run on the ro- 
taries. The cost of these stamps 
printed in bi-color on the flat 
bed press is approximately $1.18 
per thousand stamps—that in- 
cludes paper, ink, handling and 
all other expenses. The bi-color 
is used for these high values to 
guard against washing the can- 
cellations from the stamps and 
to guard against counterfeiting. 


While on the subject of the 
presses, collectors have often 
wondered why the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing does not 
make more use of the flat beds 
for the printing of stamps. With 
the present flood of stamps, they 
might! But the figures are as 
follows on the relative capacities 
of the two types. The rotary 
presses can produce 7800 sheets 
of stamps per day, which con- 
tain four of the post office size 
panes. Capacity of the flat bed 
is about 4000. And if the stamp 
being printed is a bi-color, the 
number of completed sheets off 
the flat presses is half as much 
since each sheet must be passed 
twice through the press, once for 
each color. 

So, if for example one of the 
large size commems is printed, 
of which there are 50 stamps to 
a post office pane, the daily pro- 
duction would figure out as fol- 
lows: 

Rotary Press...........1,560,000 
Flat Press (Single color). .800,000 
Flat Press (bi-color)......400,000

Just a few 
months ago, there were thou- 
sands of people crying all over 
the place because the POD had 
rejected this one. If you want a 
Santa Claus stamp, now is the 
time to start demanding. 


On The Trail Of The Mailo- 
mats: Two new ones to report 
this week. Theodore Holt of 
Chattanooga, Tenn. says that the 
one in that. city opened for busi- 
ness on June 22. The one in Hous- 
ton, Texas had a first day on 
June 17 according to a first day 
card from G. J. Bowyer of that 
city. ¢ 


There is a good possibility that 
before the end of 1948 the POD 
will have released in the neigh- 
borhood of 25 commemorative 
stamps if the present pace is 
maintained. Now somewhere in 
that lot is going to be one of these 
sleeper issues which like the 
Pony Express, or the Pan Ameri- 
can issues of 1940 is going to 
amount to something. I nor any- 
one else can point out the one 
or two issues which will be a 
good investment, but the key to 
the matter will be the quantity is- 
sued, and just as important, the 
number that are used 6n mail. 
Perhaps none of them will be a 
good investment, but it won’t 
cost you anything to keep your 
eyes open, 


A lot of collectors would liked 
to have been in Dayton, Ohio on 
June 17 and 18 when the Inter- 
national Envelope Company held 
an open house for the public. This 
is the only plant of its kind in 
the United States for the printing 
of government stamped envel- 
opes. It has been a going concern 
for 41 years. Marlin W. Todd of 
Dayton states that a lot of the 
collectors from nearby cities, as 
well as the local ones took advan- 
tage of the opportunity of seeing 
how the envelopes are made. 


George W. Edwards Jr., of At- 
lantic City has protested to the 
POD over the fact that only one 
stamp will be issued for the Am- 
erican Indian. Mr. Edwards points 
out a number of good reasons 
why the original inhabitants of 
this country should have had a 
whole set of stamps in their hon- 
or. The Indians could force the 
matter of further recognition by 
refusing to appear in any more 
cowboy movies unless they were 
commemorated in a more profuse 
manner. 





Two interesting covers to re- 
port this week. One is an open- 
ing day cancellation for the new 
River Pines, California post of- 
fice, which opened its doors on 
June 16. Harvey Jameson of 
Plymouth, Calif. who sent it 
states that this town has grown 
into a pretty nice place to live. 
The other cover bore the cachet 
for the re-opening of the Rough 
and Ready, California post office. 
(That’s the actual name of the 
place!). The cachet was cag: 
by the Twin Cities Stamp Club 
of Grass Valley-Nevada City, 
California. Opening day was June 
16 also. 


Perhaps now that the gates are 
wide open, the request for a 
Freedom Train stamp that was 
being promoted some time ago 
might be filled. This would cer- 
tainly be a more worth while 
stamp in nearly all respects than 
some of the labels announced to 
date.

Mourning Stamps 
Due From Philippines 


Collectors are going to be given 
the opportunity of getting first 
day covers of the mourning 
stamps issued by the Philippines 
in honor of their beloved first 
president, Manuel Roxas. A bul- 
letin of the Philippine Bureau 
of Posts stated the following. 

“The late President of this Re- 
public passed away a beloved 
leader. In response to the popular 
feeling, and as a fitting tribute to 
the memory of a great statesman, 
architect and builder of a nation, 
who had labored to the last in the 
service of his people,—Roxas 
Mourning Stamps, bearing the 
picture of the late President 
speaking before the microphone, 
will be sold beginning the 15th of 
July, 1948. There are to be only 
two denominations, 2 and 4 cent- 
avos. The stamps are in white 
background with the borders in 
black. They were printed in the 
United States. 

“Philatelic covers or souvenirs 
bearing any of these stamps will 
be stamped and cancelled with a 
Special Cachet and Canceller, 

“Stamp collectors residing in 
the United States desiring to ob- 
tain first day covers or souvenirs 
of this issue may send their ord- 
ers direct to the Stamp & Phila- 
telic Division, Manila, not later 
than July 16, 1948. Orders placed 
in the mails on or before July 16th 
will be duly serviced even if they 
are received in the Stamp and 
Philatelic Division at a later date, 
Each order must be accompanied 
with a remittance in money order 
sufficient to cover the costs, re- 
turn postage, and registration.” 

Collectors are advised to use 
airmail to place their covers in 
the hands of the Bureau of Posts 
in time for the first day.

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of dressed poultry. Western cen- 
ters-typified by Cincinnati, were 
shipping thousands of barrels of 
eggs packed in cut straw. These 
shipments of eggs shut off by 
the war from their former market 
at New Orleans turned to the eas- 
tern seaboard. 

By 1848 increasing attention 
was given to breeding, to feeding 
and management for profit and 
to the introduction of new breeds. 
Poultry shows, which were im- 
portant until World War I had 
their start about this time. Asi- 
atic fowls were first imported in 
important quantities shortly be- 
fore 1850. Their popularity led 
to the first “hen fever” in the 
fifties. 

Interest in the breeding of the 
various classes of poultry for ex- 
hibition purposes increased rap- 
idly, until in 1873 there was or- 
ganized the American Poultry 
Association, which had for its 
object the formation and adop- 
tion of a standard of excellence 
to be used in awarding prizes at 
poultry shows which flourished 
from about 1848 to the post World 
War I years. The following year, 
1874, “The American Poultry 
Journal” started publishing. 

In the early history of the poul- 
try industry the egg market of- 


fered the main stimulus to im- 
provement. Not only were eggs 


more a luxury than poultry in a 


land of abundant meat, but they

tion as meat and fowls could not. 
In 1863 egg shipments were 
reaching New York City from 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Min- 
nesota. During 1866 the city re- 
ceived 150,000 barrels of eggs, 
averaging over 70 dozens to the 
barrel, 

The census of 1880, the first to 
enumerate poultry, showed the 
‘Middle Western States, then as 
now, to be the largest producers 
of poultry and eggs. Until the de- 
velopment of cold storage, mar- 
keting was limited by lack of 
means of preservation. Eggs were 
often preserved by immersion in 
lime water or oil to seal the por- 
ous shell, and by 1870 were some- 
times stored in fruit houses or 
ice houses. The last method dis- 
placed the others in the eighties 
and nineties and has continued 
to lessen the seasonal variation in 
poultry and egg prices. Storage 
and transportation caused the dis- 
placement of the barrel by the 30- 
dozen egg case about 1880. Home 
freeze units are of the greatest

With- 
out exception they were found 
to be stamp conscious—but more 
particularly—know how to drive 
a hard bargain. 

So, January 14 1928 saw the 
good ship the “Fort St. George” 
slipping down the Hudson River 
into the Lower New York Bay on 
its way to and through the Car- 
ibbean Islands of which there 
were to be about 20 ports of call. 
All nationalities were represented 
according to the island at interest 
—American—(Virgin Islands, 

S. A.) British and French Colonies 
and the South American main- 
land. 

There’s an old saying that—“‘A 
Poor Starts makes a Good End- 
ing”. Thus New York Harbor was 
left in a howling blizzard—and 
reaching the lower bay—when 
and where the Pilot was dropped 
(this was some stunt) it was so 
thick that even a few miles from 
the Battery—lIand was nowhere 
in sight. ‘ ‘ 

Prohibition was in vogue in 
the United States—the boat un- 
der the British Flag. Notes taken 
at the time—mention that the 
principal group of passengers 
were a Turnverein of (Brooklyn 
German Delicatessen 
Storekeepers—on a post Holiday 
vacation trip, which connotation 
leaves little to the imagination 
when the saloon doors were op- 
ened immediately leaving Quar- 
antine. 

After one night out—a night of 
roll and pitch at the same time— 
yes—boats still do this under cer- 
tain conditions—the Gulf stream 
was reached with its bright blue 
contrasting color, also calm and 
with midsummer-like warm wea- 
ther which practically without 
exception obtains in these lati- 
tudes the year around. Five suc- 
cessive days of sun drenched deck 
loafing, with the customary 7 
meals a day aboard ship—found 
your correspondent in fine fettle 
to tackle the first port of call, 
Charlotte Amalie, Virgin Islands, 
U. S. A., which was reached and 
on the usual early morning ar- 
rival schedule. 

Here, thanks to the several 
years of pre-correspondence, no 
time was lost in initiating the 
stamp hunt and which lasted for 
a period of 6 weeks. Meanwhile 
enjoying to the full this grand 
“summer time in winter” port. 

Writing anachronistically—the 
arrivial view is a replica as 
shown on Scotts No. 802, but in 
reverse—if this is clear. The vista 
pictured obtains from the land 
looking seaward.

gin Islands of the British Colon- 
ies can easily be seen on a rea- 
sonably clear day. 

Just a divergent thought here. 
The 1928 British Virgin Islands, 
reports a population of slightly 
over 4000 people—of which about 
100 are whites. Less than 1000 
reside in three small towns—one 
main town on each of the three 
principal islands of this group. 
The difference being rural? to 
give the American parallel. Ques- 
tion?—with this population set 
up—why the large number of 
items emanating from the Col- 
ony? 

Charlotte Amalie has perforce 
an interesting history—which is 
necessary to touch upon briefly. 
The Danes—probably the best 
colonists of their time—at least 
at this place, established a thriv- 
ing and active reshipping indus- 
try—initiated of course in the 
days of sailing vessels. Cargoes 
from all over the world were here 
transhipped—or to say it anoth- 
er way—the port was a warehous- 
ing forwarding and jobbing ¢en- 
ter for all the outlying Islands 
including the South American 
mainland. 

Like Grape Nuts—there is a 
reason—thus one is enabled to 
imagine what the early mails 
were and of what it might con- 
sist as to the early covers, say. 
Provided some one was thrift 
minded to save such for poster- 
ity. 
There were a number of in- 
dividuals who did this very thing 
—the 6 weeks residence there 
disclosed that many accumula- 
tions had been disposed. How- 
ever there was still enough avail- 
able to stimulate a stamp hunt- 
er. A Trunk Full. A Trunk Full 
was correct. And its contents fo- 
cused upon a native—one of our 
aforesaid “Little Brown Broth- 
ers”, the owner, and with whom 
through the several preceding 
years correspondence had been 
conducted thru an intermediary. 
Quite a chap in his way—polished 
and courteous—but a tough cus- 
tomer with whom to do business. 

As a boy—son of slaves,—it 
developed, he started working 
for a ship chandelry and refor- 
warding concern as office boy 
and general factorum. He asked 
and got permission to have all 
the envelopes and stamps which 
came to this office and ware- 
house where he was: employed. 
Figuring backwards he must have 
started in the 1860’s—as he was 
nearly 70 years of age at time 
of call to see his trunk full of 
stamps. 

This personality believed just 
the same as Linn’s has preached 
for so long—“Don’t Sell Ameri- 
ca. Short’—‘Hang On etc.” 
Though in this instance for rea- 
sons which should have been pre- 
determined, his tactics didn’t 
turn out so well. Plus his phil- 
osophy of crowding the mourn- 
ers—to the extent that his prices 
drove the customers away. 
Through the years he had many 
stamp collectors call—who were 
under considerable expense to do 
so—one of whom was Frank P. 
Brown (a well known dealer of 
years ago)—who among other it- 
ems purchased Trinidad No. 9A 
on cover, a beautiful cover—Price 
paid was $125.00. It catalogues 
now at $150.06. Wonder what it 
would bring at one of Harmer, 
Rooke’s auctions? 

Dominican Republic No’s. 1 and 
on up—Nos. 5 to 7 particularly, 
these in quantity—with their in- 
triguing pale shades of green.

sues were well represented—the 
D. W. I. Post Office being only 
100 ft. away. These mostly un- 
used—and many in complete 
sheets—earlies and lates. And one 
item especially that has never 
come to light—much less being 
chronicled by Scotts. D. W. I. No. 
23—full sheet with inverted sur- 
charge, accompanying which was 
a properly signed draft by the 
local government officials—stipu- 
lating and authenticating its is- 
sue. 

Although the inverted factor 
in this instance could have been 
the result of carelessness on the 
part of the one and only Charlotte 
Amalie printing shop—second 
thought might effect the opinion 
that it was “by favor”, 

Also on hand was a sheet of 
Scotts No. 12, both items unused 
and with original gum. And so 
on down thru the. list. Would 
have liked to have had the time 
to check for inverted frames—but 
boats have a way of not waiting 
for their passengers—which pre- 
cluded making any kind of a 
deal for anything in the trunk. 

Early issues from practically 
all the neighboring Islands were 
well represented—mostly on cov- 
ers. Why wasn’t a _ purchase 
made? Now that the owner of 
this interesting accumulation has 
passed on some time ago, it now 
can be told. As so oftentimes 
happens—the very best and most 
valuable specimens are damaged 
in some way—never the inexpen- 
sive or items of lesser values. 
This damage was that of spots, 
minor spots very true—but spots 
just the same of Tropical Mildew 
which after it is once established 
on a postage stamp cannot be al- 
tered. Knowing the family—can 
picture this lot of stamps, tucked 
away—in some tight safe place, 
where they can mildew in peace.

Stamps Needed By 
Hospitalized Vets 


A call for help is being issued 
by Hugh Drake of Greely, Color- 
ado who has been spear-heading 
the activities of his club in the 
furnishing of stamps and supplies 
to the stamp collecting patients of 
the Fitzsimmons V. A. Hospital 
in Denver. The club, the Red 
Cross, and collectors have made it 
possible for the boys to build fair- 
ly representative stamp collections 
which include United States as 
well as foreign stamps, but such 
help has just about reached its 
limits, 

Too many of these wounded 
veterans now have most of the 
common and some of the higher 
cataloged items in their collec- 
tions—they now need the means 
of getting other stamps. Therefore 
the call for help to the public in 
general, 

Three of the dealers in Denver 
have allowed discounts to the vets 
on their purchases, a practice 
which has been followed by other 
dealers elsewhere. 

Mr. Drake cites the case of one 
of the patients: 

“Boy 23, no parents, wounded 
crossing a river in Germany, per- 
manently injured and will never 
walk again, left arm still in cast, 
over 30 times\in surgery, same bed 
for over two years, can sit up in 
bed and play with stamps (must 
have something to do). A Red 
Cross worker took me to him and 
he said he would like to collect 
stamps. He now has a U. S. al- 
bum. I gave him 300 good com- 
mems to start and promised him 
more if he put them in in good 
shape. You should have seen the 
look in his eyes and heard him 
talk about them. He did a fine 
job—with one arm to work with.”

First Day Cancels 
In Three Languages 


The Swiss Postal Administra- 
tion which through its Philatelic 
Agency has ever tried to improve 
the excellent services that it pro- 
vides for collectors has announced 
a new innovation. Due to the de- 
mands of the stamp  Gollectors 
within its borders, all first day 
ecancelations and post marks can 
be obtained in one of three lang- 
uages. 

Three languages are widely 
used in Switzerland, French, Ger- 
man and Italian because of the 
national origins of many of its 
citizens of ‘years ago. The first 
day cancelation in French will 
read, “Berne/ Jour d’ emission”, 
the one in Italian, “Berna/Giorno 
d’ emmissione” and the German,

language, the clerk canceling the 
covers will use his or her own 
choice,

New Bulletin For

“Deadwood Special” 
Cachet From Fair 


One of the details of the arrange- 
ments of the Railroad Fair to be 
held on the Lake Front at Chicago 
should be of interest to cover col- 
lectors. The Fair which will open 
on July 20, will feature one of 
the coaches of the “Deadwood 
Special” an old timer of narrow 
gauge construction. Part of this 
coach will be used as a mail car. 
and it is here that cover fans 
will be able to obtain a special 
cancelation. 

There is a possibility that there 
will also be a special cachet for 
the Fair itself of a rubber stamp 
variety, which will be for the 
use of collectors and kept in the 
coach. 

Collectors who might want this 
cancelation and cachet, and any 
others that might appear during 
the Fair’s duration can make use 
of the service offered by J. 
Gaydos, 1437 Gregory St., Chicago 
40, Ill, Mr. Gaydos suggests that 
collectors send him five envelopes 
which have been prepared for 
first class mailing. The addresses 
should be placed on the covers so 
that a space of approximately 3” 
x 3” remains on the left hand side. 
First class postage requires a 
three cent or a five cent stamp. 

The covers are then to be en- 
closed in an outer wrapper dir- 
ected to Mr. Gaydos at the above 
address. He will apply cancels and 
cachets as they occur, and return 
any of the five not used at the 
end of the Fair. He will not accept 
sendings arriving postage due, nor 
covers having less than first class 
postage. 

Since the service Mr. Gaydos 
is supplying cover fans is strict- 
ly free, and on which he will be 
required to spend time and trans- 
portation out of his own pocket, 
commems on the mail to him are 
to be used,

Californians are seeing the de- 
yelopment of an idea which will 
no doubt catch on in many parts 
of the country, and that is the 
hobby colony. At San Clemente, 
California there opened for the 
first time this year a vacation 
spot which will be chiefly for 
stamp collectors and their fam- 
jlies. There are many recreation- 
al facilities, including bathing, 
poating and active land sports to 
take care of the non-collectors. 
For the stamp fan, there will be 
a bourse, the dealers of which 
will vary, there will be exhibi- 
tions both of a permanent and 
temporary nature, and it is 
planned to hold weekly auctions.

UNION SOUTH AFRICA. The 
“Gold Mine” stamps (Scott’s 
#79/80) have always been pop- 
ular with collectors. Scott’s 
catalogue value is 40c, but 
Stanley Gibbons London (1947) 
catalogue prices this pair at 3 
shilling and six pence. There 
is a consistent definite variety 
of a broken chimney which oc- 
curs once on the 66th stamp of 
every sheet of 120 stamps. This 
variety (or error) is scarce and 
in demand by specialists in this 
country. At an auction sale in 
New York on June 11th 1948, a 
block of four including this 
broken chimney variety sold 
for $5.00. 

SAMOA. This colony has an- 
nounced the forthcoming is- 
suance of a 25 pound stamp in- 
tended for revenue purposes. 
However as this stamp will be 
available for postage and rev- 
enue, some collectors will prob- 
ably buy this item for their 
collections. 

GREAT BRITAIN. As previous- 
ly advised, Great Britain will 
soon issue a permanent one 
pound stamp which is required 
for use on large air mail ship- 


ments, 

CANADA. The 1924 2c yellow 
green coil is probably the 
scarcest of the popular Cana- 
dian coils. This is the stamp 
that the catalogue lists at $35 
and which price was later 
corrected to $4.50. According 
to F. Walt... Pollack only 250,- 
000 of this stamp was issued. 
If the Catalogue value of $4.50 
for this stamp is correct, then 
it does seem that the 3c brown 
coil of 1919 (Scott’s #134) is 
underpriced at 15c, when it is 
considered that only 500,000 of 
this stamp was issued. Compare 
this with the catalogue value 
of Canadian coil stamps with 
issues of quantities issued of 
th. George V coils.

12, when the stamps on cover re- 
ceived a special cancelation of 
the pictorial type in honor of the 
“Day Of The Floers” (Flower 
Parade). The surtax from this 
issue is to be devoted to the fight 
against tuberculosis. 

When the Austrian Trachten 
series (Fashion Costumes) was is- 
sued on June 1, it was the first 
time in many years that the Aus- 
trian Post Office Department had 
sponsored a cachet for the first 
day of issue. It ;consisted of the 
wording, “Ersttag” (First Day), 
the outline of the Austrian double 
eagle above the wording, and a 
post horn below. 

Due either to a paper shortage, 
or a possible recognized reduced 
demand for them, the set of seven 
semi-postals issued on June 15 
for the benefit of artists, was is- 
sued in a smaller quanity than 
originally intended. This set, like 
the Trachten series, received a 
cachet from the Austrian Post Of- 
fice Department on the first day 
of issue. The postmark applied to 
covers had the wording, “80 Jahre 
Kuenstler Haus” (80 Years Of 
The Artist Palace), Six of the de- 
signs of this set depicted famous 
Austrian artists, while the seventh 
pictured the Kuenstlerhaus itself.

sary to meet immediate needs. As 
soon as another inflation wave 
sets in after a new printing, all 
previous low value stocks become 
unsaleable and another issue has 
to be made. 

With all limited issued quantity, 
dealers here sometimes find them- 
selves in a very embarrassing po- 
sition. One or two stamps in a 
series may go off sale at any time 
and their prices may go up some- 
times to five thousand times their 
face values and yet unobtainable 
in the market in reasonably large 
quanities. They are simply hoard- 
ed up. This means that collectors 
who have purchased one or two 
sets can expect the value to go up, 
and this not in the distant future. 

For foreign dealers who lay in 
a large stock of these issues the 
situation is somewhat different. 
The value of their stock may be- 
come less and less with inflation, 
and competitors who purchase 
them later may offer them at a 
ridiculously low price. 

However, a remedy is not hard 
to find. Foreign dealers can depos- 
it some U. S. funds with their 
Chinese correspondents and con- 
tract with them to send specified 
smaller shipments periodically. A 
part of the deposit just sufficient 
for a shipment may be converted 
into Chinese currency at the pre- 
vailing market rate of exchange 
when a shipment is made. In this 
way no loss should incur as all 
subsequent sendings will be pric- 
ed at lower levels if inflation stil! 
goes on. 

I may also take this opportunity 
.to mention a few other facts about 

. §S.-Chinese dealer relations 
for dealer-readers. Foreign stamps 
are becoming increasingly hard to 
sell here because in terms of in- 
flated Chinese currency their 
prices are going up by leaps and 
bounds. They are some times dis- 
posed of by importers to retailers 
at half of U. S. wholesales prices, 
still with no eager buyers. To 
trade foreign stamps for Chinese 
ones means a dead stock to Chin- 
ese dealers. They prefer hard 
cash. Therefore if U. S. dealers 
insist on exchanging, they natur- 
ally will be charged a_ higher 
price than that for cash sales. 

In making remittances, bank 
or personal checks are befter than 
international exchanges through 
banks because the former can be 
disposed of at market to advan- 
tage while the latter have to be 
converted at the official rate. 
Chinese sendings are always bas- 
ed on market rate. 

In China we have to pay an 

exorbitant rate of interest on bor- 
rowed money which when com- 
pounded monthly may be equal to 
the principal in a very short time. 
If a foreign dealer remits after 
the receipt of stamps it is certain 
that interest has been added in 
the cost. This explains why prices 
do not always agree with current 
exchange rates. 
Older Chinese issues have not 
gone down in prices even here be- 
cause between dealers they have 
already been implicitly based on 
U. S. prices.
